Henry Ford took his first airplane 
ride today when he climbed into 
the cockpit of the Spirit of St.

62-POINT DROP IN ONE STOCK 
ON THE NEW YORK EXCHANGE 


Decline in Manhattan Electrical 
Supply Common Result of In- 
quiry Into Alleged Corner. 

By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—The 


market value of the common stock 


of the Manhattan Electrical Sup- 
ply was practically cut in half on 
the New York Stock Exchange 
today when the quotation dropped 
from 120% to 58%. An investiga- 
tion into the recent violent ad- 
vance in that issue from a low of 
53% to a high of 132, was started 
a few days ago by stock exchange 
officials, following persistent re- 
ports that a techntcal corner had 
been created by its market spons- 
ors, and has not yet been com- 
pleted. 

The break, which represents 2 
reduction of $6,225,000 in the 
market value of 100,000 shares of 
stock outstanding, is one of the 
severest in stock exchange history. 
Lt was accompanied by a general 
reaction in the market in which 
about a dozen high priced issues 
collapsed four to 15 points, Hou- 
ston Oil and Timken Roller Bear- 
ing being the hardest hit. 

On the New York Curb, a sharp 
collapse took place in the shares 
of the Chicago Nipple Co. the “A” 
stock breaking from 47% to 13 
and the “B"’ stock from 384% to 
5.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 11.— 


Postponement of tomorrow’s pro- 
posed $35,000 Dole flight from San 
Francisco Bay to Honolulu be- 
cause the entries who have thus 


far presecated themselves “are not 


now properly equipped or quali- 
field” was ordered today by the 
flight committee and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, subject to the 
approval of the Honolulu chapter 
of the National Aeronautic Asso- 
ciation. 
Honolulu Committee Rejects Plan. 

The Honolulu committee of the 
National aeronautic Association at 
Honolulu today however rejected 
the suggestion from _the San Fran- 
cisco starting committee that the 
flight be postponed two weeks. 

The committee based its action 
largely upon the protest cabled by 
Maj. Livingston Irving of Berkeley, 
Cal., one of the entrants, to James 
D. Dole, donor of the $35,000 in 
prizes, that ‘‘preparation is part of 
the competition,’”’” and the cable 
message of John D. Malloska of 
Flint, Mich., backer of John A. 
Pedlar and Miss Mildred Doran, 
who are at the Oakland = airport 
with a Buhl biplane ready to take 
off tomorrow at noon, 

The local committee announced 


that it would defer makihg an an- 


nouncement until after receipt of 
official confirmation of rejection of 
postponement. 

Captain L. Giffin, pilot of the 
triplane entered from Long Beach, 
Cal., in the Dole flight, and his 
navigator, Ted Lundgren, and a 
passenger, H. A. Speer, fell into 
the bay adjacent to the Oakland 
airport today while trying to land. 
The plane’s three occupants were 
not hurt. 

Fire trucks on the field prepared 
to throw life lines out to the fly- 
ers. 

It was evident last night that 
precautions were to be taken as 
the result of the death of two con- 
tenders in the race, Lieutenants 
George W. D. Covell and Richard 
S. Waggener of the Navy, when 
their trans-oceanic plane crashed 
and burned yesterday near San 
Diego. 

Fear of Hazards Expressed. 

The following statement was giv- 
en out here: 

“The starting committee of the 
Dole Honolulu flight, upon the rec- 
ommendaticn of Lieut. B. H. 
Wyatt, an experienced navigator: 
Clarence M. Young, director of 
aeronautics, YIepartment of Com- 
merce; Ma,.

NEW FORD AUTO WL 
G5 MILES AN HOMR 


Tests Show Getaway and Pick- 
up Surpass All Cars Except 
One, Edsel Ford Says.

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 11— 
Commenting upon the new model 
Ford automobile soon to be put on 
the market, Edsel B. Ford, presi- 
dent of the Ford Motor Co., today 
issued a statement which said, in 
part: 

“The building and_ testing of 
these first new cars is costing mil- 
lions of dollars. But it will give 
us the complete assurance that we 
are offering the public a car tested 
and proven as a new car should be. 
“Some of the things we have dis- 
covered already in the tests of 
these new cars are interesting. 
"We have accomplished with 
them a speed of 65 miles an hour 
—which is slightly higher than we 
had expected. 

“We have found that they can 
be driven for hours at an average 
speed of more than 50 miles an 
hour, without discomfort to driver 
and passengers and without harm 
to motor and other equipment. 

“In a recent test one of these 
new cars was driven 110 miles in 
two hours. During the first half 
hour the car traveled 27 miles. The 
car covered exactly 56.1 miles the 
first hour of the trip. 

“This test was made over aver- 
age road conditions. Part of the 
route lay through level country and 
part through hill country, where 
the roads were steep and winding. 
The day on which the test was 
made was somewhat warmer than 
the average summer day in this 
part of the country, but the motor 
was not overheated during the run. 
“We have tested this new car for 
getaway and pickup with mapy 
other types of automobiles and 
have found that it surpasses all of 
them with one exception in quick 
starting and acceleration. The 
tests already made show that {ft is 
faster, smoother, more rugged and 
more flexible than we had hoped 
for in the early stages of designing. 
“We have known from the be- 
ginning that this new Ford would 
be a hand:ome car. Experiments 
have been made with a wide va- 
riety of color schemes and body de- 
signs and all these have been de- 
cided upon.

Coloratura Soprano Triumphs 
Over 19 Other Competitors 
at Edwardsville, 


Experienced hog-callers — men 
who have grown gray and grizzled 
on the farm—listened with aston- 
ishment yesterday, in the American 
Legion Park at Edwardsville, Ill., 
as Mrs. Amy Eaton, her hands 
cupped to her mouth, uttered the 
first coloratura swine-call on rec- 


ord in America. 
Sixteen men and four other 


women took part in the hog-calling 
contest, under the auspices of the 
Madison County Farm Bureau. 
More than 3000 persons were in 
the park when the first callers, in- 
troduced from the bandstand, 
shouted out their “soo! sooy!! 
peegy!!! PEE—EEG!” 

The male hog callers gave im- 
pressive performances. Nine were 
bassos, four were  baritones and 
two were tenors. One of the ten- 
ors appeared to be ahead in the 
contest when Mrs. Eaton was call- 
ed to the stand. 

A former teacher of vocal music 
at McKendree College, but now the 
wife of a Madison County farmer 
and regarded as an expert raiser 
of hogs, Mrs. Eaton calmly survey- 
ed the audience of 3000 and took 
a deep breath. 

Mrs. Eaton started slowly, con- 
fidently, doing the easy stuff of 
the amateur hog-caller, getting 
warmed up. 

“Sooey-soy Peeg” she intoned, 
on the lower reaches of the hog 
caller’s register. Then she plant- 
ed both feet firmly and a sound 
like the siren of a factory, a high 
soprano tone, rich in color, smote 
the ears of tue assembled farm- 
ers.

WOMAN KILLED, 14 INJURED 
IN BASLE BOMB EXPLOSION 


Sacco-Vanzetti Sympathizers Are Blamed— 
Unsuccessful Attempt Made to Blow Up 
United States Legation in Sofia. 


By the Associated Press, 
PARIS, Aug 11.—One of the two 


women injured late last night in 


the explosion of a bomb in Basle, 
Switzerland, died this morning, 
says a Havas dispatch from Berne, 
The woman was the mother of 
five children. Three other persons 
were so seriously hurt that they 
were being treated at hospitals to- 
day. 

The bgmb exploded in a tele- 
phone booth at the street car sta- 
tion in the Barfuesserplatz and 15 
persons in all were reported in- 
jured., 

Earlier in the day there had been 
an hour's strike of workers out of 
sympathy with Sacco and Vanzetti. 

“They are alive’ was the eight- 
column headline printed by the 
communist newspaper, l’'Human- 
ite, today over a full-page spe- 
clal edition story of the respite 
granted to Sacco and Vanzetti. 
Other captions beneath the head- 
line read: “Gov. Fuller retreated 
before world-wide condemnation,” 
and “the workmen's movement 
henceforth will prevent the assassi- 
nation of these two innocents.” 

As the hour for the execution 
approached last night, interest in 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case reached 
fever point. All through the eve- 
ning there were frequent telephone 
inquiries at the Associated Press 
office. 

Police, fatigued by the constant 
vigilance of the last few days, were 
relieved by the news of the respite. 
Anticipating the execution, the 
radicals had planned a series of 
demonstrations for today, and al- 
though elaborate preparations were 
made to cope with them, it was 
feared they would not pass off 
without trouble. Police believed 
the demonstrations would be post- 
poned when the news spread that 
the condemned men had at least 
12 more days to live. 


Bomb Explodes in Garden of TU. &. 
Embassy in Sofia.

EXCEPTIONS FILED

The announcement came after 
conference of more than two hourr 
in Chambers with Arthur D. Hill, 
defense counsel, the Attorney Gen- 
eral Arthur K. Reading. A bill of 
exceptions was finally agreed upon. 

Chief Justice Arthur P. Rugg of 
Worcester is ill in a hospital and 
Justice Henry K. Braley of Boston 


will serve as acting chief justice. 
Justice Crosby of Pittsfield is in 
Europe and Justice Sanderson, fol- 
lowing the custom of the court, 
will also be absent. 

Those who will sit on the case, 
in addition to Jusiice Braley, are 
Justices Edward P. Pierce of 
Brookline, James Bernard Carroll 
of Springfield, and William C. Wait 
of Medford. 

Arranging For Full Hearing. 

Judge Sanderson this afternoon 
signed the bill of exceptions and 
attached this memorandum: 
“These exceptions I allow so far 
as I have power to do so.” 
Immediately afterward Attorney- 
General Reading got in touch with 
Judge Braley, who its at Edgar- 
town, with reference to the ses- 
sion of the full bench. It tg un- 
derstood that the court will con- 
sider both the exceptions to Judge 
Sanderson's action and those filed 
in the Norfolk Superior Court to- 
day to Judge Thayer's denials of 
motions for revocation of the death 
sentence and for a stay of execu- 
tion.

Supreme Justice Holmes 
and U. S. Judge Ander- 
son Deny Right to Inter- 
fere With State Courts.

BOSTON, Aug. 11.—Fifteen gin- 


utes before midnight and about 
half an hour before they expected 
to die in the electric chair, three 
men. who for the last 10 days 
have been in the death house of 
the State prison at Charlestown, 
learned of a respite for 12 days 


The new reprieve extends through 
Aug. 22 to midnight of that day. 


Two of the men were Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, 


who have been facing death since 
their arrest seven years ago and 
who six years ago were convicted 
of the murder of a shoe factory 
paymaster and his guard at South 
Braintree, Mass. 

The third man was Celestino 
Madeiros, who for the fifth time 
owes his life to having taken upon 
himself the burden of the crime 
of which Sacco and Vanzetti stand 
convicted. 

Madeiros, twice convicted of the 
murder of an aged bank cashier 
in Wrentham, has confessed that 
the Morelli gang of Providence, of 
which he was a member, commit- 
ted the murders of which the other 
two men were found guilty. If Sac 
co and Vanzetti obtain a new trial, 
Madciros may be a witness for 
the defense. 


“It’s All Off,” Says Warden. 


Shortly before midnight, Warden 
William Hendry of the State prison, 
who a few minutes previqus had 
received word that Gov. Fuller and 
bis executive council had granted 
@ respite. went across the prison 
yard to tell the men that death 
Was once more averted. He is a 
biuff man and the words in which 
he conveyed the news, were: 
“Well, boys, it’s all off.” 

Sacco, clad in the open shirt and 
prison trousers which were to have 
been his death garb, sat on the 
side of his cot and did not appear 
to comprehend the message. He 
was on the twenty-fourth day of a 
hunger strike and early in the day 
had given evidence of his hopeless- 
ness when he refused to sign an 
application for a Federal writ of 
habeas corpus, muttering, “I won't 
let them crucify me again.” 


Madeiros has sought to eat him- 
self into a stupor and he seemed 
to have succeeded. All hope for 
him had been abandoned because 
the Governor in his decision an- 
nounced a week ago, and his ad- 
visory committee-in its report had 
rejected his confession that his 
gang had committed the South 
Braintree crime. Madeiros gazed 
blankly at the wall and made no 
response. 

Vanretti’s Answer. 

Vanzett), still with the love of life 
strong within him, alone replied to 
the warden, 

“Well, I'm damned giad,” he 
eaid. “I'd like to see my sister be- 
fore I die.” 

He referred to the sister who is 
still held across the Atlantic by 
passport regulations. Evidently 
Vanzetti still thinks she will arrive 
in time. 

Warden Hendry seemed encour- 
aged by this remark of Vanzetti. 

“Buck up, boys,” he gald. “Be 
men and start eating.” But this 
time his words brought no re- 
sponse. 

Attorney William G. Thompson, 
recently retired ag defense counsel 
in the case, said of the reprieve: 

“Nothing that I have read in 
the Governor's report or in the 
report of the advisory committce 
caused me to alter my opinion as 
to the probability of the innocence 
of the men or as to the unfairness 
of the trial. I am, therefore, glad 
to hear of the reprieve.” 

The respite was ordered to per- 
mit a ruling on a writ of error by 
State Supreme Court Justice f&an- 
derson which, if an approval would 
take the Sacco-Vanzetti case be- 
fore the full bench of that court. 
The announcement came after Gov. 
Fuller, who once before had re- 
prieved the condemned men and 
who only last Wednesday had

Those reasons, were the conten- 
tion of Arthur, O. Hill, Chief De- 
fense Counsel, that a.few more 
days were needed to prosecute his 
eleventh hour fight through the 
remaining legal channels, and tlie 
decision of Justice Sanderson to 
defer until today announcement 
of his decision whether to permit 
the defense to appeal to the State 
Supreme court on exceptions taken 
to his earlier denial of a writ of 
error in favor of the condemned 
men. 


Failure in Federal Courts, 
The reprieves came after the de- 
fense’s hope of possible interven- 
tion by the Federal Courts had 
been blasted by announcements 
from Justice Holmes of the Uni- 
ted States Supreme Court und 
from George W. Anderson, United 
States Circuit Judge, that they 
would entertain no motions for 
writ of habeas corpus. 

Justice Holmes said he could 
find no authority unless he were 
convinced that the Trial Court had 
no jurisdiction. He was not s0 
convinced, he said, and even if 
prejudice on the part of the pre- 
siding judge were as strong as al- 
leged, it would not deprive the 
court of jurisdiction. 

“In my opinion nothing short 
of a want of legal power to decide 
the case authorizes me to inter- 
fere in this summary way with the 
proceecings of the State Court,” 
he wrote. 
Judge Anderson in a statement 
issued jointly with that of Justice 
Holmes, shortly before midnight, 
declared he could not, on the rec- 
ord, interfere with the processes of 
the Massachusetts courts 

Hill and others for the defense 
visited Justice Holmes at his 
Beverly home and urged that affi- 
davits by newspapermen and wo- 
en showed Judge Thayer had been 
strongly prejudiced and, for that 
reason, Sacco and Vanzetti ought 
to be given a new trial. 

It was made plain at the’ State 
House that the Governor’s convic- 
tion of the guilt of the Sacco and 
Vanzetti had not been changed.

The Governor recommended the 
reprieve after a long conference 
with all but one of the living ex- 
attorneys general of the State.

The area immediately surround- 
ing the State prison was quict 
throughout the hours preceding the 
new Sacco-Vanzetti reprieves. 
More policemen than civilians 
were in evidence just before mid- 
night. The people living in houses 
on all the streets leading to the 
rrison had been told to remain tn- 
doors and they followed tnstruc- 
tions. 

Police preparations were thor- 
ough. Ordinary side-arms were 
supplemented by riot guns. Ma- 
chine guns, too, were in evidence.

BY WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Law- 


yers studying Supreme court pro- 
cedents on the Sacco-Vanzetti case 
expressed the opinion today that

while a justice of the court might

permission 
for the filing of a writ of habeas 
corpus, none had exercised that 
authority in their reco)lection. 

The general practice has been 
for the justice to suggest that ap- 
plication for such a writ be made 
to the proper Federal District court. 
A number of petitions for permis- 
sion to file writs of habeas cor- 
pus have been docketed in the 
Supreme court, without the lower 
federal courts passing upon them, 
it was recalled, but in instances 
when the court was in recess in- 
dividual justices of the court, up- 
on advice that such a petition had 
been filed, went no further than 
to grant a stay of execution until 
the full court could determine 
whether it would permit the filing 
of the petition. 

It was pointed out that under 
the established practice of the Fed- 
eral courts, writs of habeas corpus 
are granted only when the juris, 
diction of the lower courts is chal- 
lenged. So far as known here 
there has been no contention that 
the Massachusetts courts were with- 
out jurisdiction. 

With the issue centering around 
alleged prejudice of the trial] judge 
and questioning of his rulings, the 
usual ground for review in the 
Supreme court would have been 
by writ of error. The law pro- 
vides that such a writ must be 
obtained within three months after 
the final decision in the - lower 
courts, which time has expired in 
the Sacco and Vanzeftti case. 


FARMERS’ TRUST CO. OF 
MACON,-MO0., CLOSES DOORS 


Depository With $52,000 of State 
Funds Piaced in Hands of Fi- 
nance Commissioner.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 11.— 
The Farmers’ Trust Co., of Macon, 
at Macon, Mo., with $225,900 total 
resources, was closed today by its 
board of directors, and placed in 
the hands of the State Finance De- 
partment. Frozen loans caused 
the closing, S. L. Cantley, State 
Finance Commissioner, here -aid. 

The bank had $52,000 of state 
money on deposit. It was secured 
by $42,000 in bonds and the bal- 
ance in real estate mortgages, the 
finance cOmmissioner said. The 
depository also had $30,000 of Ma- 
con County monéy on deposit. 

The bank was organized in No- 
vember, 1923, as a re-organization 
of the Macon County Bank, which 
closed shortly before. S. P. Phil- 
lipp is president and J. N. Ma- 
gruder, secretary. 

Deposits in the closed bank to- 
taled $168,000, the last financial 
statement to the department here 
discloses. Capital was listed. at 
$50,000 surplus $5,000; loans 
$120,700; and no bills payable.

Seven Banner-Bearers in Toronto 
Arrested by Police.

TORONTO, Ont., Aug. 11.—Five 
men and two women, who carried 
banners along the street in front 
of the United States Consulate here 
yesterday afternoon while a com- 
mittee presented a petition for a 
new trial for Sacco and Vanzetti, 
were arrested. The men were 
charged with disorderly conduct, 
but no charge was made against 
the women. The arrests broke up 
a small crowd, mostly onlookers, 
which had gathered before the 
Consulate. 

The petition, approved at two re- 
cent meetings here, was presented 
to Vice-Consul C. P. Fletcher by 
a committee of five. As Consul 
Emil Sauer is out of town, Fletcher 
at first refused to accept the petti- 
tion. Later, however, he accepted 
it with the understanding that he 
would not be responsible for send- 
ing it to Gov. Fuller. 


London Quiet After Police Disperse 
Protesters at U. S. Embassy. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 11.—All was 
quiet this morning, after an excit- 
ing night, when news reached Lon- 
don that a respite had been grant- 
ed to Sacco and Vanzetti. Only a 
few hours before the news came 
mounted police, riding four and six 
abreast, had to charge to break up 
a demonstration before the United 
States Embassy. Several persons 
were injured. 

A. J. Cook, secretary of the Min- 
ers’ Federation, who was one of the 
principal speakers, had to contend 
with a constant heckling by a part 
of a crowd. When at the conclu- 
sion of his address, he seized a 
banner and raised his voice in the 
strains of the Internationale, some 
of the crowd joined him while oth- 
ers sang “God Save the King.” 

“I warn you and I warn Amer- 
icans,’’ Cook declared, “that if they 
murder these two men we shall 
get even with them. I ask you to 
take off your hats and pledge 
yourselves to get even. I am not 
anti-American, but anti-capitalist. 
We must boycott America. British 
justice is no different from Amer- 
ican justice. I am sore concerned 
with the results of this execution, 
if it takes place, than with the 
murder itself. If America kills 


these two men, it will be murder, 


and we shall reply and we shall 
repay.” 

Without drawing their. clubs, 
mounted police, supported by hun- 
dreds of police on foot, pushed 
through the mob which retired, 
shouting. Traffic movement pres-

The demonstrators appeared 
cheerful but earnest, singing in 
snatches and crying in unison 
“Sacco anc Vanzetti shall not die.”

Rome Receives News of Respite

further respite had been granted 
Sacco and Vanzetti reached Rome 
and the other large Italian cities 
through special editions of news- 
papers. The respite was hailed 
with expressions of relief in many 
quarters. 

Publication of Premier Musso- 
lini’s recent letter to Sacco’s father, 
saying he had done everything he 
could under international usage to 
save the men, has lifted the edi- 
torial reserve maintained up to the 
present time. 

Ezio Garibald!, member of the 
famous Liberator’s family, immedi- 


ately after Mussolini’s letter had 
become public, printed a strong 
article in his newspaper for Gari- 
baldi legionnaires, under the cap- 
tion “Justice, Not Pity,” and this 
phrase is widely repeated. While 
now dealing with the case frankly, 
the editorial commentators refrain 
from attacking the United States. 
Judge Thayer is the only individual 
connected with the case to receive 
harsh treatment. 

Men Guard "Ohio Capitol 
aay Governor’s Mansion.

COLUMBUS, O. Aug. 11.— 
Squads of Ohio national guards- 
men were thrown around the State 
capitol and Governor's mansion 
last night as the hour of the exe- 
cution of Sacco and Vanzetti ap- 
proached. 

The guardsmen, armed with 
rifles, paced before the Gov- 

ernor’a office, near the Treasury, 

in the rotunda of the capitol, at 
the State House entrances and the 
mansion gates, and were relieved 
every two hours.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Aug. 11. 
—The Swedish General Federation 
of Labor today announced that, 
while it had associated itself with 
a recent workmen’s demonstration 
in Stockholm, it disapproves of 
proclamations of sfrikes and boy- 
cotts by Sacco-Vanzetti defense 
committees. The Federation urges 
Swedish workers not to respond to 
any other appeal than that from 
their own organization. 
The number of strikers at the 
port of Stockholm this morning 
was estimated at about 1000.

Kingsway’s Captain Describes to Jury Tragedy 
Off Gold Coast of Africa Growing 
Out of “Triangle.” 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Capt: 
Fred E. Lawry, weather-beaten 
skipper of the four-masted schoon- 
er Kingsway, yesterday told a story 
of murder and threatened mutiny 
on the high seas off the gold coast 
of Africa to Federal Judge Ander- 
son, a jury and a crowded court- 
room. 

Lawry, aclled as a Govern- 
ment witness in the trial of his 
Negro cook, Earl L. Battice, who 
is accused of murdering his Negro 
wife, Lucia, on shipboard last 
February, said he was 65 years old 
and “had followed the sea all his 
life.” 

The ringleader among the sall- 
ors, he said, had been Karl Bad- 
ke, the blond German donkey en- 
gineman. : 

Mrs. Battice shipped as a stew- 
ardess, Capt. Lawry said, because 
her husband insisted upon taking 
her along. She was taken at a 
salary of $1 a month, he said. Her 
husband was paid $89 a month. 

Badke kept hanging around the 
galley where Mrs. Battice worked, 
he said, and he ordered him to 
stay away. Badke refused, he 
said, and defied him to put him 
in irons. 

“Try putting me in trons,” 
Lawry quoted the engincer as say- 
ing. “I have too many friends 
aboard ship.” 


Mate, In Charge, Dicd. 
After this, Lawry admitted he 
had kept to himself and left 
the running of the vessel to the 
first mate, Fred Martin, who died 

before the cruise was ended. 
“J didn’t see much of Badke aft- 
er that,” the captain continued, 


“because he was a man you couldn't 


control in any way unless you 
killed him, and that isn’t permitted 
at sea. I stayed aft, where I be- 
longed, and kept the mate in 
charge of the ship. Badke had 
his friends among the crew and I 


‘had to look out for myself, as well 
‘as for other people.” 


His trouble started, he said, 
soon after the schooner left San 
Juan, P. R., where he had come 
aboard to replace a skipper, who 
had become ill. The crew, he said, 


regarded him as an interloper. 
When - Battice came to him and 


asked that Badke be ordered away 
from the galley, he said he told 
Battice to put him out himself. 


“Scald him: you've got plenty of 


hot water,” he said he told the 
cook. 

“Did Battice tell you the engi- 
neer was being overfriendly with 
his wife?” asked Caruthers Ewing, 
attorney for the cook. 

“If Battice had told me that, I'd 
have locked him up,” replied 
Capt. Lawry. 

“Why didn’t you 
irons?” Ewing asked. 

“Well, in the first place,’ Capt. 
Lawry answered, “I didn’t have 
any irons that would fit him, and 
then again I did not want to stir 
up any trouble among the crew.

nr first care should be for the 
efficiency of the digestive appara- 
tus and this efficiency shows itself 


in a-eppetite for wholesome un- 
garnished food. 

During late infancy the develop- 
ment of the powers of digestion 
should be carefully encouraged and 
feod should be. given which, al- 
though readily digestible, demands 
a certain effort in its assimilation. 
The dangers of prolonged feeding 
on sloppy food have been shown 
experimentally on puppies (Mal- 
lanby) and children whose diges- 
tions are pampered in this way 
do not develop normally and lack 
resistance to disease. 

The eruption of the teeth shows 
that the digestive tract is begin- 
ning to require solid food. The 
amount of milk should be lessened 
at this time and the teeth and 
stomach given work to do. Also 
the feeding interval shoulg be in- 
creased to allow the digestion to 
recuperate between meals. 

tWith a good general mixed diet 
mfik, as a vitamin or lime carrier. 
is not essential. Smal! quantities 
with the meals may be good but 
large quantities are harmful. 

4’ndernourishment, Frank van 
aét Bogert tells us, is rarely due 
to underfeeding, and the underly- 
ing cause is usually ignorance 
rather than poverty. 


Overfeeding and irregular eating 
must be combated at the source 
by better education among pa’ 


ents. Many of them think that: 


all they need do is to serve more 
vitaming and calories. Food val- 
ues and balanced diet, no one de- 
nies, are indispensable, but so are 
the training of the digestion, rest 
for the stomach between meals, the 
proper elimination of waste prod- 
ucts and the distinction between 
false and real hunger. 

Ideally, the treatment should be 
started by a period of almost abso- 
lute starvation in order to allow 
the digestion to recuperate. This 
in practice, however, is unneces- 
sary. Children in proper control 
are soon glad to eat the Vitamin 
and salt-containing food which the 
bedy requires.

SINAIA, Rumania, Aug. 11.— 
No dream of childhood was evar 
more completely fulfilled than that 
of five-yezr-old Michael, King of 
Rumania, who has received from 
the Government the 
castle at Sinaia to live in. 

When he entered the castle as 
owner for the first time yesterday 
he was not at all interested in the 


gilded, jewelled throne he is to oc- 
cupy as king. Suits of armor, rifles, 
swords, daggers, helmets and 
spears that fill the halls were vast- 
ly more fascinating to the boy. 

“Oh mama, shall I have all there 
wonderful things to play with, can 
I have one of these steel horses to 
ride on,” he asked. After the ju- 
venile monarch was shown his 
elaborately carved crib, he said to 
his mother, Princess Helen, “but 
where will poor Mumbo sleep*” 
Mumbo is his favorite dog. 

Majestically situated in a for- 
est of the Carpathian Mountains, 
the custle of 75 rooms has a golden 
throne chamber, sumptuous ball- 
rooms, marble balustrades, foun- 
tains, a swimming pool, hanging 
gardens and lavish art treasures. 
It was built by the famous Queen 
Carmen Sylva, whose eccentric 
tastes are reflected in its medieval 
architecture and furnishings. 

The castle stands almost athwart 
the old Rumanian-Hungarian bor- 
derline. It is called Castle Pelesh 
after the mountain on which it is 
situated. Its interior is fitted with 
magnificent wood carvings, and 
stained glass windows illustrating 
scenes in Carmen Sylva’s writings. 


BOLIVIA INDIANS ON WARPATH 


Several Reported Dead In Upris- 
ing Near La Paz. 

LA PAZ, Bolivia, Aug. 11.— 
Thousands of Indians have . gone 
on the warpath in the Pocoata re- 
gion, about 200 miles southeast of 
La Paz, killing several persons, 
according. to reports from Potosi. 

The Indians are said to be «ad- 
vancing into the farm country, 
while Government troops are *.t- 
tempting to pacify them. Thirty- 
seven chiefs have been captured 
and reinforcements of troops have 
been sent to guppress the move- 
ment.

70 PER CENT NORMAL 


31,000,000-Bushel Drop From 1926 
Indicated; Wheat, Grass 
and Hay. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 11.— 
Corn prospects for Missouri are the 
poorest for eome time, the August 
statement of the United States Bu- 
reau of Agricultural BHconomiocs 
and the State Board of Agriculture 
gays, indicating a production of 
144,726,000 bushels. The crop is 
70 per cent normal. 

Unfavorable conditions in many 
s¢ctions will cut the crop about 
31,000,000 bushels under last year’s 
total, actording to*the statement. 
Recent overflows in Southwest Mis- 
souri destroyed many fine corn- 
fields, adding to the loss from a 
poor start early in the season. 

Wheat threshing yields are low 
and the quality of the 15,113,000 
bushels is poor in many sections. 

All grain crops are yielding un- 
der the average, although grass and 
hay crops are generally good. Veg- 
éetables and fruits are under aver- 
age. Pastures are good and local 
drouths have been relieved.
